RESOLUTIONS UPON THE DEATH 
OF JOSEPH BECK 


Joseph Beck was born at Jackson, Mich- 
igan, on October 4, 1866, and came to 
Lansing, Michigan, when a young boy, re- 
siding with his parents at the home, 227 N. 
Walnut Street. He continued his residence 
there until his death on January 23, 1942. 
Funeral services were held at the Gorsline- 
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Runciman Funeral Home on Monday, Janu- 
ary 26, 1942, Rabbi M. M. Applebaum of 
Shaarey Zedek Congregation officiating. 
Burial was at the family lot at Mt. Hope 
Cemetery. The Park and Cemetery Board 
attended the funeral in a body and were 
honorary pall-bearers. 


Joseph Beck was appointed to the ‘“Ceme- 
tery Board” in January 1911. When the 
“Park and Cemetery Commission’’ was or- 
ganized under the provisoins of the City 
Charter in 1912 he was an original mem- 
ber of this board and served continuously 
until his death. He was Vice-President 
until the death of Charles F. Poxson in 
1925, from which time he became President 
and occupied that unique position for the 
balance of his life. 


For thirty-one years Mr. Beck has at- 
tended every regular and special meeting 
of the board, the last meeting being held 
at his bed-side on January 14, 1942, a 
thing for which he was justly proud. More 
important than his record of attendance is 
the clean record of his board over the span 
of years, and the ideals of honesty, fair 
play and public responsibility which has 
been evidenced in his leadership of the 
Park and Cemetery Board. 


A business man, Mr. Beck followed in 
the footsteps of his father and brother and 
was a respected merchant in this city. He 
was proud of Lansing and the public sup- 
port given to the park and recreation pro- 
grams. He took an active interest in the 
reconstruction and financing of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, the buying. planning and laying 
out the new Evergreen Cemetery; was 
alert and careful as to the expenditures of 
money for all purposes connected with the 
board and was particularly interested in 
the Zoo at Potter Park 


In the passing of Joseph Beck the City 
of Lansing loses a sincere, practical and 
respected public servant, a gentleman of 
simple needs and friendly interests, a 
leader in the honorable discharge of his 
public duties. He was a Life Member of 
Capital Lodge S. O. No. 66, F. & A. M., 
Renevolent Order of Elks and Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows.

There is no financial advantage to the 
City of Lansing under this arrangement 
but the Committee on Ways and Means is 
desirous of reducing our bonded debt from 
its present figures of $482,000 down to 
$322,000 before our January 1, 1943 debt 
statement is published so as to keep our 
bonded debt the lowest per capita of any 
city in the U. S. of our size. 


An offer on this same basis is being 
made to the Board of Water and Electric 
Light Commissioners who hold $56,000 of 
City of Lansing bonds. 


The retirement of these bonds would be 
from Delinquent Tax Reserve money which 
is not now being used due to the high rate 
of tax collections at the present time.
